Tomorrow is election day. 
Tomorrow we select nominees for our 
State Assemblyman and State Senator; 
w e elect delegates to represent us at the 
national party conventions, which in 
turn will nominate the candidates for 
the next President of the United States. 
We vote on whether to construct a new 
county hospital. 
Tomorrow we will decide whether to 
grant more home and farm loans to 
California veterans, w h e t h e r more 
money should be loaned to our school 
districts for schoolroom construction, 
whether state bonds should be voted 


upon in June. 
Some of us will elect supervisors or 
vote on fluoridating the water supply; 
others on importing water from Sonoma 
county; still others will have sanitation 
problems, tax rates, bond issues and 
other matters on their ballots. 
Yet even with all these things, it ap­

Is Foggy

However, the right to 
freedom to exercise Constitu­ 
tional rights exists, is protect­ 
ed by the legislative and ju­ 
dicial branches of our govern­ 
ment and are held sacred by 
the majority of the American 
people. 
Thus we must admit that 
the American people believe 
in freedom of the individual 
to practice those basic rights 
protected by the Constitution. 
They thus hold that no indi­ 
vidual can lose those rights 
unless he violates the rights 
of another, rather than the 
Chinese or Russian Commun­ 
ist attitude and belief and 
creed that the individual is a 
tool or servant of the state. 
And thus, according to Mr. 
Drath's 
statement 
that 
we 
“ should be willing to die for 
our beliefs,” the American 
people should be willing to 
die for their belief rather than 
surrender their sacred free­ 
dom to anyone. 
However, the rest of Mr. 
Drath’s letter is a condemna­ 
tion of the preparation of our 
government to protect th e 
rights of the American people 
from an aggressor which has 
as its ultimate goal the im­ 
position on all peoples of a 
communist form of govern­ 
ment, which denies its sub-

WASHINGTON W — West­ 
ern leaders now look for a 
stalemate on major issues be­ 
tween the Soviet Union and 
the Western powers for the 
next six to 12 months. 
During this time there may 
be periodic crises brought on 
by Soviet or Red Chinese ef­ 
forts to probe for weakness 
among the Allies and throw 
them off balance. 
Berlin and Southeast Asia 
arc considered danger points, 
but the chance for a major 
Soviet challenge to the West 
at Berlin is presently believ­ 
ed to be remote — pending a 
proposal by Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev for a new 
summit conference. 


IN THE INTERIM British 
Prime Minister Harold McMil­ 
lan 
and 
French 
President 
Charles de Gaulle are expect­ 
ed to take the lead in trying 
to work out closer ties be­ 
tween Britain and internation­ 
al economic organizations on 
the continent. These include 
the European Common Market 
the European Atomic Com­ 
munity and the Coal and Steel 
Community. 
Macmillan reportedly feels 
that the failure of the Paris 
summit meeting last month, 
and the resulting blow to bis 
hopes for broad improvement 
in relations with the Soviet 
Union, makes it necessary’ for 
Britain to re-examine its pol­ 
icy of standing largely apart 
from the continental allies in 
the economic field. 
De Gaulle wants to forge 
the nations of the European 
area into a new force in world 
affairs, as he made clear in a 
speech this week. 


THE IMPACT OF the sum­ 
mit failure on East-West rela­ 
tions and the development of 
future allied strategy w’ere 
discussed around the dinner 
table last week by Secretary 
of State Christian A. Herter, 
Foreign Minister M a u r i c e 
Couve de Murville of France 


and British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd. They met at 
Herter’s home. 


The three were attending a 
conference here of foreign 
ministers of the Southeast 
Asia T r e a t y Organization 
(SEATO). Herter t o l d t h e 
eight-nation SEATO council 
that since the summit confer­ 
ence breakdown new’ probing 
actions 
by the 
Communist 
powers must be expected, par­ 
ticularly in the Far East. 
The present belief among 
Western officials, however, is 
reported to be — not that the 
Chinese Reds are planning a 
frontal attack on any country 
— but that they w’ill try by 
subversion to make trouble 
in the countries under allied 
protection, like South Viet 
Nam. 


SO FAR AS diplomatic re­ 
lations with the Soviet Union 
are concerned, Western of­ 
ficials are said to be largely 
convinced 
that 
Khrushchev 
does not want to start the cold 
war going full scale again. On 
the contrary they think he 
wants to keep the way open 
for summit negotiations with 
Eisenhower’s successor some 
time next year. 


At Paris two weeks ago and 
later in a speech in East Ber­ 
lin the Soviet leader talked 
about a new summit confer­ 
ence in six or eight months.

son’s office after they were 
found Saturday sleeping in a 
restroom in Beverly Hills’ Rox- 
burv Park. 
“She’s very defiant, anti-so­ 
cial and a non-conformist.” said 
Anderson. “It looks like she led 
the other girls out." 
Cheryl was committed to El 
Retiro for psychiatric therapy 
this spring. On April 29 she and

—as she did Friday night— and 
had four days of freedom be­ 
fore turning themselves in.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL

Tomorrow is election day. 
T o m o r r o w we select nominees for our 
State Assemblyman and State Senator; 
w e elect delegates to represent us at the 
national party conventions, which in 
turn will nominate the candidates for 
the next President of the United States. 
We vote on whether to construct a new 
county hospital. 
Tomorrow we w ill decide whether to 
grant more home and farm loans to 
California veterans, w h e t h e r more 
money should be loaned to our school 
districts for schoolroom construction, 
w h e th e r state bonds should be voted 
upon in June. 
Some of us will elect supervisors or 
vote on fluoridating the water supply; 
others on importing w ater from Sonoma 
county; still others will have sanitation 
problems, tax rate«, bond issues and 
other matters on their ballots. 
Yet even with all these things, it ap­ 
pears likely there will be a light turn­ 


out at the polls tomorrow, particularly 
if we should happen to get another real 
hot day.

Newspaper's 80-Year-Old Feature 


Is Still Attracting Great Interest 


KANSAS CITY •,? — Curi­ 
ous 
citizens 
who 
plumped 
down two pennies 80 years 
ago for the first copy of the 
Kansas City Star were fasci­ 
nated by an editorial page 
column 
of 
unusual 
para­ 
graphs. 


Sample items: 
“Modjeska is fond of on­ 
ions.” 
“Garfield's cousin is in the 
Indiana penitentiary.'' 
“A Colorado girl has lost 
her leg. and her gallant lover 
had a pocketbook made of a 


piece of tanned skin from the 
amputated part.” 
The newspaper, founded by 
robust-minded, 
barrel-bodied 
William Roekhill Nelson on 
Sept. 18, 1880 — he imported 
kegs of pennies into the coin­ 
short city to spur sales — has 
grown into one of America's 
top journals. 
And that column of peppery 
paragraphs 
now 
known 
as 
“Starboams," has won renown 
as perhaps the oldest contin­ 
uous feature of its sort in the 
history 
of 
American 
daily 
journalism.

Vaughan is 44. tall, slender, 
and wears dark-rimmed glass­ 
es.

A former reporter, he in­ 
herited his present post 14 
years ago from the late Clad 
(Pip) Thompson, who held the

years. 
Since 
1946, 
Vaughan estimates, he 
has 
written 
some 
75.000 
para­ 
graphs. His output is now dis­ 
tributed to some 95 U.S. news­ 
papers under the pseudonym 
of “Senator Soaper.” 


V A U G H A X himself has 
few, if any, peers as a one- 
paragrph Boswell of the pass­ 
ing scene. He needles pomp­ 
osity and pretense, but he 
writes with a mellow warmth 
and understanding that have 
no room for bitterness. 


Here are a few' recent para­ 
graphs that show the flavor of 
his humor: 


“On the bus the other morn­ 
ing were two worried fathers. 
One didn't know where his 
kids went on Saturday nights, 
and the other one did.”

Drath's Reasoning 
Is Foggy 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
1 am writing in regard to a 
letter w hich appeared in your 
publication by a Phil Prath. 
I will criticize Mr. Drath only 
on the grounds of a rather 
foggy type of reasoning. 
He states in the seventh 
paragraph of his letter as it 
appeared that 
. . everyone 
should be willing to die for 
his beliefs or to save the life 
or freedom of someone else.” 
The United States is found­ 
ed in the principles of free­ 
dom of the individual as long 
as he does not encroach upon 
the “inalienable” 
rights of 
someone else. I am not saying 
that all Americans respect the 
rights given by the founding 
fathers of our country in the 
Constitution to all colors and 
creeds. (As Mr. Drath pointed 
out in the example of discrim­ 
ination against m i n o r i t y 
groups in parts of this coun­ 
try). However, the right to 
freedom to exercise Constitu­ 
tional rights exists, is protect­ 
ed by the legislative and ju­ 
dicial branches of our govern­ 
ment and are held sacred by 
the majority of the American 
people. 
Thus w'e must admit that 
the American people believe 
in freedom of the individual 
to practice those basic rights 
protected by the Constitution. 
They thus hold that no indi­ 
vidual can lose those rights 
unless he violates the rights 
of another, rather than the 
Chinese or Russian Commun­ 
ist attitude and belief and 
creed that the individual is a 
tool or servant of the state. 
And thus, according to Mr. 
Drath's 
statement 
that 
we 
“should be willing to die for 
our beliefs,” the American 
people should be willing to 
die for their belief rather than 
surrender their sacred free­ 
dom to anyone. 
However, the rest of Mr. 
Drath’s letter is a condemna­ 
tion of the preparation of our 
government to protect t h e 
rights of the American people 
from an aggressor w'hich has 
as its ultimate goal the im­ 
position on all peoples of a 
communist form of govern­ 
ment, which denies its sub-

jects freedom to be anything 
more than contented, well- 
fed slaves. 
If Mr. Drath states that 
“everyone should be willing 
to die for his beliefs” and then 
proceeds to condemn Amer­ 
ica's defense of the beliefs of 
her people, I submit that his 
process of reasoning is not 
what should be expected as 
that of a reasonable, intelli­ 
gent man.

Innocent Driver 
Protection Needed 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
I thought of sending you a 
copy of the enclosed letter in 
the hope that you would print 
it in your “What Our Readers 
Say” column.

Within the past few months 
I have twice been involved in 
an automobile accident with 
uninsured drivers. In both in­ 
stances those 
drivers 
have 
been at fault, as evidenced by 
their failure to bring s u i t 
against me who do carry li­ 
ability insurance. In both in­ 
stances, too, the people w;ere 
unable to post a bond in ac­ 
cordance with the financial re­ 
sponsibility law. Thus I, the 
innocent party, have suffered 
financial loss. (If there is a 
silver lining to this dark cloud 
it is that my life and limb 
were spared). 
It is evident, therefore, that 
the present law is inadequate 
and ineffective to meet the 
problem. Though the failure 
to post bond carries the pen­ 
alty 
of 
license 
suspension, 
such punitive action does not 
give relief to the injured par­ 
ty. 
As a layman, I do not know 
what the answer is. According 
to my insurance agent with 
whom I have discussed the 
problem, 
compulsory 
insur­ 
ance is not favored by either 


insurance companies or the 
general public; the argument 
is that it would raise consid­ 
erably the already high in­ 
surance rates. 
Some time ago I recall read­ 
ing about a plan wherein the 
State establishes a fund to 
protect the innocent party in 
an accident. I do not remem­ 
ber the pros and cons of this 
plan. 
In any case, I know that my 
experience is not unique, that 
it is a serious problem affect­ 
ing many people throughout 
the country. I certainly ap­ 
prove of any bill that has pun­ 
itive measures, but to have 
full meaning it must be sup­ 
plemented by compensation to 
the injured party. 
The number of accidents on 
our highways testifies to the 
urgency of the problem. I 
hope that its consideration 
will be given priority at the 
next session of t h e S t a t e 
Legislation. 
I also want to let you know 
that I’m in complete sympathy 
with Robert McCarthy, direc­ 
tor of motor vehicles, in his 
drive against drunken drivers 
and hope you will use the in­ 
fluence of your office to sup­ 
port him. 
To tolerate what in effect 
amounts 
to 
pre - meditated 
murder by an irresponsible 
section of the population, is 
criminal negligence not only 
of the welfare of the law-abid­ 
ing, hard working, sober citi­ 
zens, but also of the nation's 
wealth and strength.

WASHINGTON M — West­ 
ern leaders now look for a 
stalemate on major issues be­ 
tween the Soviet Union and 
the Western powers for the 
next six to 12 months. 
During this time there may 
be periodic crises brought on 
by Soviet or Red Chinese ef­ 
forts to probe for weakness 
among the Allies and throw 
them off balance, 
Berlin and Southeast Asia 
are considered danger points, 
but the chance for a major 
Soviet challenge to the West 
at Berlin is presently believ­ 
ed to be remote — pending a 
proposal by Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev for a new 
summit conference. 


IN THE INTERIM British 
Prime Minister Harold McMil­ 
lan 
and 
French 
President 
Charles de Gaulle are expect­ 
ed to take the lead in trying 
to work out closer ties be­ 
tween Britain and internation­ 
al economic organizations on 
the continent. These include 
the European Common Market 
the European Atomic Com­ 
munity and the Coal and Steel 
Community. 
Macmillan reportedly feels 
that the failure of the Paris 
summit meeting last month, 
and the resulting blow to his 
hopes for broad improvement 
in relations with the Soviet 
Union, makes it necessary for 
Britain to re-examine its pol­ 
icy of standing largely apart 
from the continental allies in 
the economic field. 
De Gaulle wants to forge 
the nations of the European 
area into a new force in world 
affairs, as he made clear in a 
speech this week. 


THE IMPACT OF the sum­ 
mit failure on EastAVest rela­ 
tions and the development of 
future allied strategy were 
discussed around the dinner 
table last week by Secretary 
of State Christian A. Herter, 
Foreign Minister M a u r i c e 


and British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd. They met at 
Herter’s home. 


The three were attending a 
conference here of foreign 
ministers of 
the 
Southeast 
Asia T r e a t y Organization 
(SEATO). Herter t o l d t h e 
eight-nation 
SEATO council 
that since the summit confer­ 
ence breakdown newf probing 
actions 
by 
the 
Communist 
powers must be expected, par­ 
ticularly in the Far East. 
The present belief among 
Western officials, however, is 
reported to be — not that the 
Chinese Reds are planning a 
frontal attack on any country 
— but that they will try by 
subversion to make trouble 
in the countries under allied 
protection, like South Viet 
Nam, 


SO FAR AS diplomatic re­ 
lations with the Soviet Union 
are concerned, Western of­ 
ficials are said to be largely 
convinced 
that 
Khrushchev 
does not want to start the cold 
war going full scale again. On 
the contrary they think he 
wants to keep the w'ay open 
for summit negotiations with 
Eisenhower’s successor some 
time next year. 


At Paris two weeks ago and 
later in a speech in East Ber­ 
lin the Soviet leader talked 
about a new summit confer­ 
ence in six or eight months. 
He deferred action on a Ber­ 
lin showdown at least until 
that time. 


By staying his hand on Ber­ 
lin Khrushchev has preserved 
a pressure, the threat of a 
war-breeding Berlin crisis, 
which he undoubtedly hopes 
to use if necessary to force 
the leaders of the United 
States, Britain and F r a n c e 
back to the conference table. 


INDICATIONS AT the mo­ 
ment are that he may find 
this 
far 
more 
difficult 
to 
achieve than he did last year 
when his threat to Berlin per­ 
suaded President Eisenhower 
to agree to a meeting. 
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
